Alexander H. Stephens.

The Tribune publishes editorially just com-
mendation of the eperech made by Alexander H,
Stephens belore the Ceorgin Legislature, on the
anniversary of Washington's birthday. “We
frankly accord to this address,” says (he Tribune,
‘‘the praise of being perhaps the best yet pro-
ceeding from any citizen south of Mason and
Dixon's line, It contains some good adviee to
his constituents, and some sound views on pub-

lic affairs.” We are gind to repeat and indorse
this praise, 1ts sonrce and its evident sincority
ive it' & value unperceived by its author, as
earing ¢n the question ol Southern representa-
tion in Congress, t

We put it to the Tribune to consider whether
men holding the views and cherishing the senti-
ments expressed by Mr, Stepbens in his late
sprech, would not more uselul in a public
station than rustine in the obscurity of private
Iite. Itis the poliey of that pl&:r and its poll-
tical confederates to ostracize from public iife
she whole class of what it styles “‘ex-Rebols.”
We think, on the contrary, that a truly repent.
ant Rebel, it he has been able and conspicuous,
is the best apostle of loyalty., If we wished to
cure the Radicals of their delusion, we know of
lew men whom, as missionaries for this purpose,
we would prefer to Mr. Greeley, if we coula onl
convert him. Mr, Beecher's accession to Presi-
dent Johmson's supporters will do more to pro-
gelyte Republicans than could be accomplished
by a score of the best Democrats in the country,
It we could e¢e Bumner, and Thaddeus Stevens,
and Wendell Phillips, and Garrison, - drop-
plog Yike autumn leaves into the lup of Recon-
siructon, we should proclaim, on the most con-
vincing grounds, that the summer of radicalism
1% pass, 1ie barvess ended, and the country saved.
The seme areument applies with equal loree to
what the Tribune ealls the “‘ex-Rebels,” a phrase
which carries an admission that they are Rebels
no leneer. In proportion as they are men of
posivion, sagacily, eloguence, and address, it 1s
the more important that they should be selected
tor official prominence. Mr, Stephens was of -
pnitely more éervice to the Eebellion as Vice
President ol the SBouthern Confederacy, than he
could have been as a private olizen. His late
speech is of far more value, it will command
more saltention, and exert a more potent influ-
ence, from the 1act that he has just been elected
by Georgin as one of her United States Bens-
wre.
